Some time ago Mr. Walter Devereux Peti- 
tion’d the Parliament to confider a Scheme he 
had formed to prevent the Exportation of 
Wooll, which Scheme feeming Pratticable to the 
Honfe,and it being near the Clofe of the Seffion, 
it was referr’d to the Confideration of the then 
Lords of the Treafury; but the Profecutor of 
the Owlers, having before prefented a Scheme 
to the fame effect ; which being Executed by 
their Lordfhips, was the occafion of the faid 
Profecutor’s being made Surveyors of theCoun- 
ties of Kent and Sufjex ; The faid Mr. Dewcreuse 
finding this Scheme likely to be the Obftacle to 
the Execution of his own, got a Copy thereof, 
and made fome Animadvertions thereon,to De- 
monftrate the Impracticablenefs thereof; upon 
which Account the faid Mr. Deverenx, was Ar- 
refted by the Profécutor, before the Lords of the 
Treafury had taken his Scheme into Confidera- 


| tion, as it was referred to them from Parlia- 


ment ; and 1 could never learn that the faid Mr. 
Devereux’s Scheme was ever confider’d by the 
Treafury-Board, tho’ according to my Opi- 
nion, ig was the moft Practicable of any I ever 
faw of that Nature. 

This fingle Inftance of it felf is fufficient to 
Demonftrate the Vanity of thofe Men, who 
endeavour to ferve their Country in preventing 
the Exportation of Wool}. When it is in the 
Power of the Monopolizers of Places at Court 
to fet afide the moft Rational Projections, tho’ 
recommended from Parliament: This former- 
ly would have been matter of aGencral Com- 
plaint, in times when Men valued the good of 
their Country before their ownPrivate latereft.

not receiv’d one Penny forall his Service, and 
that he belonged to the Commiffioners appointed 
by A&t of Parliament to prevent the Exporta- 
tion of Weoll, 1 Vow the poor Gentleman (I 
heartily Pity him) was fo Shabby and Ragged, 
1 was e’eo afham’d to fee him. 

Obf, That is the common Fate of fachas do 
their Conatry the trueft Service; fine Cloaths, 
long Wigs and Swords, are the Ornaments of 
fuch 2s Pimp, or Buy Themfelves into Employ- 
ments. Ifthofe Commiffioners you mention had 
been Employ’d farther in that Affair we had 
broke the Neck of the Owling Trade e’er this 
Time; but the Officers under them, could nor 
fabfift without Money, and fome People took 
Care they fhould have none; which put a full 


ftop to their Proceedings, However, they took | 


care at the fame time to Pay the Officer, they 
themfelves Employ’d in that Affair; from 
whence it Naturally follows, they made a Trea- 
fury Eftablifhment, Preferrable to that of Par- 
liament.

The great Officers at Court Pay’d themfelves

fideration of the Nation. 1 have heard them 
fet forth their Grievance to a Committee of 
Parliament, and Difficulties in the Execution 
of their Office; amd fome of ’em in the Northern 
Stations have been Brain’d, others have been 
Wounded, butall of ’em Unpaid. I remember 
at that time a certain Gentleman faid, Jf thew 
Tentants in the North, were not allowed to fend 
Wooll to Scotland, they would not be able to Pay 
their Rents.
